people will perish in their sins. 
But let men come to know the truth 
as it is in Christ, learn to know Him 
as the Son of God glorious and pow- 
erful, and then let them translate 
their knowledge of Christian truth 
and their personal spiritual expe- 
riences into the daily ministry to 
the needs of their fellow-men, and 
there will be songs of salvation and 
joy. 

The transfiguration of our Lord 
meant much to Him as it brought 
new assurance of His divine Son-

I. Know Christian Truth. 


Fundamental in both Christian 
life and service is a clear under- 
standing of the person and work af 
Christ. One may come to Christ 
knowing little more than that He is 
the divine Saviour, and one may en- 
ter into Christian living with a 
meager knowledge of the doctrines 
of the Bible. But the Christian who 
fails to grow in knowledge will not 
grow in grace as he should. God 
sets no premium on ignorance, in 
fact it is quite evident that the great 
blight on the Christian church today 
is the appalling lack of understand- 
ing of God's Word, 

The disciples came to a fuller con- 
| viction that He was the Son of God 
as they saw Him transfigured and 
heard the Father say, ‘This is my 
beloved Son."’ They learned more 
) plainly the truth of His coming 
death for the sins of all mankind. 
They saw in the indescribable beau- 
ty of that moment the foregleam of 
His coming glory. What important 
truths these are—His deity—His re- 
demption—His coming kingship. Do 
we have a clear grasp of these 


truths? If not, let us search the | 


Scriptures. 
II, Experience Spiritual Power. 
Great experiences of spiritual re- 
newing and power are necessary to 
effective life and testimony. They 
may not be in outward manifesta- 
tion, in fact they are more often in 
the inner recesses of the soul, but 
| they transform men and send them 
forth to magnificent living for God. 
| One wonders if much of the dearth

COTTON PLANTING—Wor sey 
eral years IT have been trying to 
persuade some good hustling farm- 
er to run a series of tests on coat 
ingy cotton seed before planting 
them If anyone has tried it I 
have not known of it, I wish 


} Chat at least one man in each 


community would make a number 
of tests and make his findings 
known to us. Our forefathers 
learned that it was good to roll 
their cotton seed in oak ashes be- 
fore planting them The seed 
were rolled so they would drop 
easily by hand but the old settlers 
soon learned that seed rolled in 
oak ashes came up and grew fast- 
er than those rolled in clay or 


potash and it is probably true that 
the potash stimulates the young 
plant and enables it to grow off 
more quickly. We all realize that 
it is very important for us to se- 
cure a large healthy stalk if we 
are to grow cotton under present 
conditions, My suggestion is that 
you roll some cotton seed in oak 
ashes, others in soda, cottonseed 


meal, potash, mixed guano and 
some in dry sand, Plant a row 
from these different preparations 
and wateh the young stalks as 
they come up. You might also 
try a mixture of soda and potash 
and a mixture of meal and potash, 
If you think your potash or your 
soda is strong enough to kill the 
young sprout, you might mix in 
some sand or dry earth and watch 
the difference, It is my guess that 
a proper mixture of soda and pot- 
ash will be best, It might be that 
this mixture will be a little too 
storng and that is why I would 
like for you to add some dry earth, 
1 would further suggest that you 
keep a complete record as to 
what you do, Count the seed 
planted in each row and be sure 
to cover each row the same depth 
Make sure that everything is the 
same except the elements used in 
the process of rolling the seed, I 
would not try this experiment too 
carly in the spring About May 
Ist would be the best time to do 
it. I would also suggest that you 
prepare your seed, secure the 
chemicals to be used and have 
your rolling ground ready before 
you invite your neighbors to ob-
